Youngest U.S. Service Fatality

NEW YORK (AP) - Dan Bui. 
lock wanted to be a pilot at 
first, a policeman and then a 
Marine, says his father. He set­ 
tled on the last enthusiasm at 
14 and lied about his age to en­ 
list in the U. S. Marine Corps.

Vessel Trapped; 15 
Aboard Wiped Out 


SEOUL (AP) — South Korean 
forces sprang a trap on a North 
Korean spy boat this morning, 
sank the boat and killed all 15 
men aboard, South Korea’s Cen­

Agency 
an­ 
nounced. 
The agency said the high­ 
speed patrol boat had been dis­ 
patched to pick a North Korean 
agent on Huksan Island, off the 
southwest coast.

The released transcripts speak more elo­ 
q uently in behalf of wiretapping legislation than 
any indiv idual ev er could. 
When law enforcement people are dealing 
with the Mafia, they need ev ery weapon they 
can get to put the v ermin behind bars. 


Pentagon Plays Expensive Games 


The only encouraging testimony giv en a joint 
House-Senate subcommittee inv estigating mili­ 
tary spending came from Melv in R. Laird, sec­ 
retary of deiense, who said an outside panel is 
being set up "to take a comprehensiv e look not 
only at the management of weapons acq uisition 
practices but also the mission of the depart­ 
ment and its internal organization.” 
The bulk of the testimony has been an indict­ 
ment of the Pentagon for its procurement prac­ 
tices. 


GORDON W. RULE, a procurement specialist 
for the Nav y , charged the Pentagon "play s 
games” with Congress to win approv al for new 
weapons sy stems. 
He charged this is accomplished by the Pen­ 
tagon when officials deliberately underestimate 
cost of defense contracts to get Congress 
hooked into a long-term deal that ends up cost­ 
ing millions or billions more than original pro­ 
posals. 
The inv estigation has brought to light that th# 


cost of 500 Minuteman II missiles, calculated by 
the Air Force at S3 3 billion in 1962, will actually 
be about $77 billion. 
The Air Force disputed the testimony and 
said the Minuteman II ov errun—which is a nice 
word for ex cessiv e cost—will be only about S2 
billion. Members of Congress aren’t likely to be 
v ery sy mpathetic to the Air Force position 
since they already are smarting ov er an esti­ 
mated $2 billion "ov errun” in the production of 
the C5A super transports. 
Mr. Rule, who is director of procurement con­ 
trol and clearance in the Nav y Material Div i­ 
sion, said the Pentagon and defense contractors 
purposely underestimate costs because accurate 
calculations would be so high that Department 
of Defense civ ilian officers would drop the pro­ 
gram.

Mr. Laird, in closing out his appearance be­ 
fore the subcommittee, said "ex cept for certain 
urgent programs, production will not be initiat­ 
ed until major uncertainities hav e been elimi­ 
nated.” 
While Mr. Larid’s statement is promising, 
Congress should not be lulled into inaction. 
This matter must not be allowed to rest until 
adeq uate inv estigativ e and control procedures 
hav e been set up to eliminate waste and con­ 
tract profiteering. 


Prince Sihanouk Running Scared 


We fail to see how a resumption of diplomatic 
relations with Cambodia will serv e any useful 
purpose for the United States. 
Apparently Washington took the lead in 
patching up the rift by promising to resect 
Cambodia’s sov ereignty and territorial integrity 
"within its present frontiers.” 
This pledge obv iously pleased Prince Sihan­ 
ouk, who broke off relations four y ears ago, so 
It is q uite obv ious that a change of mind is in 
Cambodia’s best interests. 
Cambodia has been a supply route and a 
sanctuary for North Vietnamese troops for 
y ears, and it is a little short of idiotic for the 
United States to respect the sanctity of this 


shelter. 
Ev en now, Cambodia is pressing a multimil­ 
lion dollar claim against the United States for 
defoliation across the border. 
Apparently Prince Sihanouk has not had the 
courage or the muscle to stop the flow of North 
Vietnamese troops through his country , but he 
senses the possibility of subv ersion from Hanoi 
and is hoping Washington will stand behind him 
in any such confrontation. 
The prince has big troubles, no doubt about 
that, but his troubles should not become ours 
and his territory should not be out-of-bounds for 
U.S. troops and planes pursuing an enemy that 
chooses to fight and run to a safe retreat. 


Surprising Lack of Criticism 


Because of the present deep resentment of 
arious Supreme Court decisions and the im- 
ge-damaging Abe Fortas affair, the lack of 
enate criticism of Judge Warren E. Burger .s 
antamount to a solid v ote of confidence for tha 


soon-to-be chief justice. 
The 74-3 v ote for his confirmation is surpris­ 
ing not because three senators v oted against 
him but because no others found reasons—real 
or imagined — to cast negativ e ballots.

Law enforcement authorities are becoming 
concerned ov er rising priv ate purchases of 
chemical spray weapons for self-defense on 
the order of the well-known "Mace”, which 
thousands of police departments now hav e in 
their riot-control arsenals. 
According to Joseph A. Page, associate pro­ 
fessor of law at Georgetown Univ ersity , at 
least 20 firms are capitalizing on the current 
widespread fear of crime and are selling "• 
tremendous number of spray weapons to any ­ 
one with money to buy .” 
As could be ex pected, it is not just the polic# 
or the lawabiding citizenry who are arming 
themselv es chemically . The New York Times 
reports that four bandits used a chemical spray 
to momentarily blind two armored car guards 
in a Brookly n department store and get away 
with $350,000. The same techniq ue was used 
by robbers who raided a Manhattan bar and 
grill. 
Page is urging Congress to impos® some 
stiffer restrictions. "At the present time there 
is no control ov er the q uality of materials 
used in the spray s,” he say s. "Very .little is 
really known about their effect on people. 
And there is v irtually no control ov er who is 
buy ing them.” 
It will be interesting to see if the gun lobby 
leaps into the fray . After all, it would aeem 
hat the same arguments that apply to fire- 
urms apply to chemical arms. For instance: 
The American people hav e the inalienable 
ight to keep and bear arms. Surely this con- 
titutional guarantee include* chemical arms» 
11 the more so since they do not kill but mere- 
i aim. 


TWO OF THE THREE that cast "no” v ote# 
said they were not opposed to Judge Burger but 
were protesting what they considered "q uick 
action” by the Senate Judiciary Committee in 
getting the nomination to a floor v ote. 
That lea/es only Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy , 
D-Minn., standing firm against Judge Burger 
and the senator admitted his o p p o s i t i o n 
stemmed from an old political battle when he 
was running for the Minnesota House of Repre­ 
sentativ es in 1952. 
Most of thè speech making that preceded the 
confirmation v ote was in praise of the nomi­ 
nee’s ex cellent record as a judge. The consen­ 
sus prediction was that his appointment will 
signal the beginning of a new era in constitu­ 
tional conserv atism. 
Who would hav e believ ed a few weeks ago 
that President Nix on could come up with a 
nomination for a conserv ativ e chief justice that 
would run into as little trouble as did Judge 
Burger? 


THE SPRING TERM of the Supreme Court i* 
ex pected to end June 23 and the new chief jus­ 
tice will be sworn in shortly thereafter. 
History shows that some chief justices hav e 
the capacity for surprising their supporters by 
uncharacteristic decisions after they take of­ 
fice. 
History may repeat itself in the Supreme 
Court era of Mr. Burger but the President and 
the 8 enate don’t think so. They believ e Judge 
Burger is tha kind of man this nation needs ns 
chief justice at this time and place in history 
and are giv ing him the chance to prov e it.

VICTOR RIESEL 
Reuther's Campaign Plans 


WASHINGTON — Walter Reuther, now pre­ 
paring for national and global rampaigns, hates 
thinking of himself as part of the establishment. 
But he is. The red-haired, new rev olutionary , 
rhetoric 
notwithstanding, 
is 
deep in the black. As a union 
chief who has been needling 
other labor l e a d e r s with 
"charges” of "banker’s men­ 
tality ,” the auto union head 
now runs a labor conglomer­ 
ate worth at least $125 mil­ 
lion. 
If he is not careful, the 
United Auto Workers (UAW), 
of which he is chief ex ecutiv e 
*•••« • 
officer, soon will riv al some of those 200 capi­ 
talist corporations he denounces so passionately 
so regularly . 


A shuffling of the UAW’s latest financial re­ 
cords disclose some startling Key nesian spend­ 
ing. 


certainly the redhead is preparing for long 
walkouts as it gets tougher to ov erhead a defla­ 
tion economy . 
Watch this rapidly forming hot strike front 
Nex t y ear Walter Reuther may attempt a new 
breakthrough. He may assault the major car 
companies on a global scale. This he could do 
with his union's own little known and little re­ 
ported state dept. As they say inside labor, his 
bearded brother Victor is his "Secretary of 
State.” 
For a priv ate "foreign office” namely the 
UAW’s International Affairs Dept, the world­ 
wide operations are surprisingly well financed. 


THE SMALL PRINT REVEALS that Mr. 
Reuther and his board of direc.ors spent might­ 
ily last y ear to defeat Richard Nix on. Virtually 
all of the union’s $2.1 million "Citizenship 
Fund” went for political stakes in the ’68 race. 
TTiis does not include the pay and ex penses for 
916 national headq uarters field men known as 
"International Representativ es.” In the final 
months of the campaign, v irtually all of these 
men spent v irtually all their time campaigning 
against the Republican front runner. On the 
cost line, as the accountants say , this would 
come to many millions of dollars. 
Nor does the "Citizenship Fund’s” $2.1 mil­ 
lion spent last y ear, include the monies poured 
out by the national union’s regions and its 1,383 
local unions. 
The money is there — it all comes out of an 
av erage dues pay ment of $7 per member per 
month — or roundly some $126 million annually . 
Some of this money goes regularly into the 
"Strike Insurance Fund” — now well ov er $86 
million. But this figure apparently still is in the 
petty cash stage. Mr. Reuther plans to hav e a 
record-breaking $120 million in this strike fund 
by August, 1970 — when the "Big Three” car 
company contracts start ex piring. 


THE UNION’S high command just doesn’t 
want to get caught short again as it was during 
the 1967-1963 rounds of negotiations. At that 
time, the UAW spent some $80 million pay ing 
Its people an av erage of $35 a week in strike re- 
lief. 
Mr, Reuther knows that the phasing out of 
the Vietnam War will hit his membership hard, 
for his conglomerate union reaches into the 
aerospace, aircraft, jet engine and agricultural 
implement fields as well as the car and truck 
factories. 
It’s too early to predict a strike wav e. But 


THE UNION’S RECORDS show that this div i­ 
sion spent almost one million dollars abroad 
last y ear. And that the cash source, known as 
the "Free World Labor Defense Fund”, has still 
another million dollars in reserv e. 
Much of this money goes for Mr. Reuther's 
own brand of global unionism. The UAW sup­ 
ports q uite heav ily , an international Swiss- 
based metalworkers federation. In it is an auto, 
motiv e div ision headed by Mr. Reuther. In it is 
a network of "Automotiv e Councils” headq uar­ 
tered in Genev a, Switzerland. One council cov ­ 
ers all locals in General Motors’ plants ranging 
from Britain tc Australia. Another council cov ­ 
ers Ford. Still a third cov ers Chry sler-Roote. 
They are nurtured by the continent hopping 
Victor Reuther, who with his brother, hope 
some day to be able to run simultaneous world­ 
wide strikes. It is not difficult to spend a mil­ 
lion dollars to dig deeply into labor mov ements 
abroad. 
At the same time the big union will spend 
ov er $3 million organizing on the home front. 
Diis will not include another $1.7 million ennual* 
ly to help subsidize the Alliance for Labor Ac­ 
tion. 
Rarely has a single international union poured 
out so much of its cash. Rarely has a union ex ­ 
perimented so readily with its funds. 
Rarely has a union been able to turn conglo­ 
merate so easily , for rarely has one been so 
deeply in the v ortex of war production with its 
constant steady employ ment. 
Rarely has a union had a steady income of 
$126 million annually . 
It’s indeed an establishment of its own.

WASHINGTON - Whether it’s a partial with­ 
drawal of troops from Vietnam or other policies 
of President Nix on in international affairs, the 
Important thing for the American people to 
bear in mind is that in most countries of the 
world there’s a different conception of how our 
gov ernment functions than prev ails n this coun­ 
try . 
Many of the peoples abroad are familiar only 
with the parliamentary sy stem. Thus, when 
ther read that the Democratic party has a ma­ 
jority in both houses of the Congress of the 
United States, they assume that Mr. Nix on is 
subject to the control of his opposition party . 
Hitherto, in International crises, Congress has 
ov ercome this difficulty by giv ing unified sup­ 
port to the president irrespectiv e of party . 


CURRENTLY, HOWEVER, the Impression 
has been dev eloped that President Nix on was 
compelled to arrange for a pullout of some 
troops from Vietnam and that this marks the 
beginning of a total withdrawal without regard 
to what toe enemy does. 
Perhaps the most significant thing that has 
been done in recent weeks to try to tell the 
world that the president of the United States is 
subject to the will of toe majority party In the 
Senate and House was the adoption by toe Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, by a v ote o! 
11 to 1, of a resolution informing the President, 
in effect, how he should hereafter conduct for­ 
eign affairs. 
The declaration approv ed by the committee 
reads as follows: 
"Whereas accurate definition of the term ‘na­ 
tional commitment’ in recent y ears has becoma 
obscured: Now, therefore, be it 
"Resolv ed, that it is the sense of the Senate 
that a national commitment by the United 
States to a foreign power necessarily and ex clu­ 
siv ely results from affirmativ e action taken by 
the ex ecutiv e and legislativ e branches of the 
United States gov ernment through means of a 
treaty , conv ention or other legislativ e instru­ 
mentality specifically intended to giv e effect to 
auch a commitment.” 
The Department of State is v ery much dis­ 
turbed by this resolution and ex pressed its 
v iews in a letter urging that it not be adopted. 
The department, In Its dissent, said: 
"The ex ecutiv e branch tends to doubt the use­ 
fulness of attempting to fix by resolution pre­ 
cise rules codify ing the relationship between the 
ex ecutiv e and legislativ e branches in the broad 
area of national commitments . . . 
"While it is, of course, for the Senate to de­ 
cide on the disposition of Senate Resolution 85, 
the ex ecutiv e branch recommends against its 
adoption.” 
Within the last few day s, members of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, including the 
chairman, hav e spoken out in opposition to the 
President’s policies in Vietnam and particularly 
his support of the present gov ernment in Sai­ 
gon. 
'Die lack of cooperation between the ex ecutiv e 
and legislativ e branches of the gov ernment 
here has led to toe feeling in Europe and Asia 
that President Nix on does not hav e the confid­ 
ence of Congress. 
The belief is widespread that he will be una­ 
ble to continue American participation in the 
war in a manner that will induce the North Vi­ 
etnamese to begin to withdraw their troops and 
B 
rmit the setting up of a new gov ernment in 
uth Vietnam elected by the people. 


IT MAY TURN OUT that President Nix on, in 
order to make headway in toe Paris peace talks 
and bring the Vietnam War to a conclusion, will 
hav e to assert his constitutional authority to 
press for a negotiated settlement under some 
form of international superv ision. 
TTie simplest solution of all, of course, would 
be to turn the matter ov er to toe United Nations 
Security Council. If the Sov iets really wish to 
cooperate, progress could be made there to 
— J 
the V i........................................... 
wards ending toe Vietnam War and establishing 
a mechanism to keep the peace, as has been 
done on other occasions in v arious parts of the 
world. 
Once the United Nations took ov er the respon­ 
sibility , a situation, to be sure, could dev elop 
like the one in Korea. Whle this is not altogeth­ 
er settled from the standpoint of reunification 
of toe two parts of the country , South Korea is 
nev ertheless at present being protected by a 
peacekeeping force under the command of the 
United Nations.
